LEARNED MEN'S VIEWS ON CORSETS.

In the Biographical .Section of the re. 
cent ineetiug of the British Association, 
the ve.^ed question of stays and tightlac 
iug was discussed in a suparate depart 
I niirnt. TheattefidaneB,of.theialr:aex was 
especially larne.' The geijeral expectation 
which they apparently eutertaineii tliat 
tlid paper would coudemu the wearing uil 
htays was, however, agreeably dlsap> 
pointed. 

Mr. C. S. Koy, l-'rofBS'fer of Pathology 
nt Cambridge, and Mr. J, G. Adams, Uni- 
verilty Administrator of Patho]ogy,'who 
had announced a joint paper-.'.'On the 
Physiological Bearing of Waist Belts and 
Siay.s," lilessed instead of banning these 
articles. 

They had lately been making some 
,' pathological experiments, aud bad found 
that a good Ueal of the .Ijlood ttoi-Hrt 
le^sly iu the abdominal veiii.s i.s, by slight 
pre.'-siire, placed advautngcou.sly at the 
ilisposul of the tiiiiscles, brain and .skin. 

This explain."* how men, as well as wo- 
men, int-tuaiively employ some nietliod 
of abdominal compre.sslon, wearing waist- 
bands or belts, or the more elaborate 
corsets, at periods of Increased activity. 

No doubt fashion has sometimes led to 
the distortion pf the 'ft^inale figure by 
means of stays, biit if not laced too tight 
the modern corset, b^.i(^lM'^iug 
and supportihg tbe\)ds'qm'a!ia>J|'abk;'oou- 
stltutes ucdnveulent comiitiiation of the 
different forms of girdle which have been 
found u.^-^cf'.il by the women of all civil- 
ized nations from tlie remote.et tiiues. 

Of course, during .sleep they are put olf, 
IiiiL di'.riog hours of exertion, social or 
ol liern-isi'jrea.souable tight lacing is fitted 
to increase mental and physical activity.

It Is not quite correct to say tiintjuws 
ever change their oricinal name.=. In 
the synagogues they hear throuj^hout 
their lives the Hebrew uarae.^;— in the 
traditional Oriental form ot .Sc-.'ind-so 
eon of So and se— given to them shortly 
after their blrtu. 

The iDstabiiity of the names by which 
they are known to the world Is due to the 
fact that originally, like -all... Ori^nt^l. 
peoples, they had nq famiiy'narnes.'ftud 
that wherever they have congregated 
very closely [together the secular use 
of the traditional genealogical forms has 
been tenaciously preserved. In sonic 
countries, such as Germany and Austria, 
•pedal legislation has haen found neces- 
sary to compal thein to adept fixed sur- 
names. 

As, at different times, they liave come 
Into closer ccnlact with the Gentile 
world, they have them.selves seen the 
necessity of surnames; and it is not .sur- 
prising, If. under these circumstances, 
some of them should have cbiL^eu tlie 
most sonorous aud distiugui.shed they 
could find. 

The foreign surnames and place nunie.s 
preserved by the Jew.s of England form a 
small epitome of the history ot tiie Is- 
raelitish dispersion. Side byside wi^i the 
Hebrew Abraham are the Egyptian Moses, 
and[^tiie;.'.jE:ngIl8b MordauQt, the Greek' 
AtexanileV and Margolle8\ the Latin Mar- 
cus, and the Arabic Mocatta 

Those derived from medheval house 
signs are Rothschild, Adler, Uuuz, Schilf, 
Strauss, Silberkron, etc. 

Some of the occupation nanie.s are in- 
teresting. Ropho Is Hebrew for r-h\s 
iciau, and Happoport is a corrnptiou oi' 
Ko()he d' Oporto; .lalfon is Helirev.- f.ir 
monej- changer, and .Mocatta is Arabic 
for mason.

A jiroportion of sensible young 
wonieu accompany them to British Co- 
lumbia; many of them will go into do- 
mestic service, ^^•llile there is .a jiossibilily 
of others linding husbands and settling 
down as iiiislresaes of their own homes.

.1 list two months ago, on the night of 
the 18th of August, a quiet, gehtlouiaiily 
atiangor arrived in the city by one of tho 
Sound atciuners and eugagod a room al 
the Pritchard House, muler the nanio of 
C. F. Whitlaker. He wiw apparently 
about tifty years of age, o i'eul H inches in 
height and was neatly and quietly ilroBsed. 
He carried very little liaggago, but had 
j)lc;iity uf money with which to meet his 
bills lib the hou.se. Must of his timo he 
spent at the hotel, where hu was well 
likiid by all wlm knew him. He was uot 
a drinking man ora gambler, and took no 
one into his coiitiilence in regard to his 
family iilliiirs or the husiues:), if any, 
which culled him to Victoria, it Wiia un- 
derstood among those who knew him best 
that lio was a mining man and a former 
resident of Virghiia City. Ou Wednesday 
evening, between eight and'niilft o'clock, 
he came nito the bar-room and asked the 
night b.ir-leiuler for a newspaper, whicli 
he rend for a lime anil then placed on the 
table, walked to the bar and called for a. 
glass of whiskey, which lie drank, lie 
tlienbiil the bar-tendci good night 
and remark iiig thai hu was going 
to take a good night's sleep , 
went up to his room. On Tluirsd.iy 
morning the Chinaman went to his 
room, o])etting the -duor with his [las.s 
key. He anw that tho bed was occupied, 
and aujipo.'iilig the occiipaiil lo hu asleep, 
locUeil the dour again .aiid leh. the room 
;i8 it was. Yesterday moriiiiig .Mr. .1. li. 
.loiies, the projirietor of the house, re- 
marked to the bartender llial it was 
strange hu had seen nothing of old man 
Whitlaker tor a day or ao. They decided 
to investigate, and opening the door they 
found the bed occupied by a corpse. On 
the bureau were the key of tho room, ii 
partially emptied ginger ale buttle con- 
taining a dark colored liijuid, and a letter 
aildressed to the Ma.ioiis of \'ictoria, 
which lead as follows, and wliich led al 
once to tho hulief that the deceased had 
suicided while in a fit of melimchtilia: —
